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Continuation of 13. Other: The claim language in 12 and 13 only necessitate the HTML code to have causal connection to activate the 
infrared code that generates the infrared command from the handheld remote control cited by Allport. As selectively quoted from claims 
12, "retrieving a mark-up language formatted page containing both the information and a mark-up langauge formatted page tag including 
a pointer to data FOR USE in generating infrared code to be transmited upon activation of a hyper link...". Nowhere does it recite that 
the source code that actually drives infrared signal must be embedded in the HTML. Again, the claim limitation only requires a causal 
relationship. Indeed, it is necessaryfor the hyperlink to be pressed/selected by the user to cause subsequent software and hardware to 
issue the infrared control signal. The hyperlink contains information, which is in HTML, that points/links to an infrared command to, for 
instance, play the next song. The only interface that the user has for commands is via the touchscreen display that is encoded in HTML. 
Applicants after final arguments are given under the premise that the aforementioned limitation require embedded infrared code within 
the HTML. Examiner disagrees with applicants arguments under the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claims. Since applicant 
does not make any amendments, Applicants arguments will be entered. 
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
